Omaha University is finding it 
hard to maintain a policy of low ~ 
food prices, due to incréasing 
sloppiness of “students in she 
Ouampi Room. 


John F: ‘Heckinger, Director - 


of University Services, said the 
University Food Service ‘was 


planned . .. so that students — 


would do their, own bussing.” 
Out of necessity, the Univer- 
sity has hired two bus-girls té 


- bus the disorderly mess of left- 


over coffee cups, assorted eat- 
ing. gear and strewn paper clut- 
tering the Ouampi Room. 
Wil the hiring of the~bus-girls 
increase food prices? 
“Not their specific hiring,” said 
Mr. Heckinger, But he added: “If 


we add services, the cost goes‘ 


up.” 

President Bail has already an- 
nounced plans to expand the 
Ouampi Room and Mr. Heck- 
inger said more bus-girls will 
probably he hired as the expan- 
sion :takes ‘place. 

Mr, Heckinger said it would 
cost an estimatéd $4,000 yearly 
to hire two more bus-girls. 

The two girls now “patrolling” 


_ the Ouampi Room were hired 


before the end of first semester, 
enlarging the Food Service staff 
to about 40. a 

As an added note, Mr, Heck- 
inger said the University food 
prices “haven't kept up with the 
cost of living.” Because Food 


‘Services buys “according to the 


market,” Mr. Heckinger said, 


the food prices have been lower 


than it woud cost nationally.

The Omaha University physics 
department is for the first time 
-equipped to teach a class in nu- 
clear physics. 

This advancement in the dex 
partment was made possible by 
an $11,370 grant from the Atomic 


Energy Commission, Prof. John 
G. McMillan,..chairman of the 


physics department, announced. 

McMillan applied for the grant 
last year. 

“The new equipment fills a 
very basic need in the depart- 
ment,” McMillan said, “because 
to present a modern course, you 

must have modern equipment.”

- “Systems have been set up-for 
four different methods of detect- ° 
ing radiation, so that advanced 
students can have the opportuni- 


ty to become familiar with the 
basic methods employed to an- 
alyze radioactive matter, , 


“The available systems include 
the geigér counter, the gas flow 
proportional counter, the solid 
crystal scintillator and the weli” 
erystal counter methods,” he said. 

The new equipment is of the 
best research quality. It will be 
used for demonstration purposes 
and projects of individual re-_ 
search by advanced students, 

“The equipment will also give 
the physics instructors an oppor- 
tunity to carry on research, if. 
time allows,” McMillan added. 

The physics department of OU 
has already undertaken some re- 
search, “We were ane of the first 
in Omaha to correlate the radio- 
active fallout in air over Omaha 
with Russian, British and Ameri- 
can nuclear tests,’ McMillan: 
said. 

MeMillan said that the radio- 
active material used" by the re- 
searchers is not of high intensity, . 
and’ students can protect them- 


‘selves by building lead walls 


around the. material being ex- 
amined and by wearing pocket 
doscimeters which indicate the 
amount of radiation which has _ 
been received. - ;

‘The Child Study Service is the 
psychological clittic for the ‘Oma- 
tha public schools and it is run 


_fointily ‘bythe ‘Board of Tduca- 
“tion and ‘GU. 


: Dealing ‘primatily with . sit- 
dents of the dlémantary sschool 
devel, the Service conducts a 
complete psychdlogical ‘testing 
prapram and also verifies group 
intelligence tests given in the 
wgchool. 

"The results of ‘these tests, ‘with 
a complete ‘psychological report, 
are sent to the Board vf Bduca- 
‘tion and ‘the ¢hila's school. 

Counseling sessions are held 
vith ‘the child’s parents, in which 
ithey ave told ‘the devel pf work 
attained on the tests, the expect- 
ed level ‘of achievement, or any 
‘special difficulties ‘the child may 
have. hey care mot ttdld “the ac-'” 
tual numerical scores on the 


 -tagts, flor ithe Service feels that 


ihe scores are not important in 
themselves, 

Another important phase of 
tthe ‘Child Study ‘Service is their 
¢pre-school itesting program. ‘Tests 
are administened to children who 
‘are four years -old, and whpse 
fifth bitrhday falls between Oct. 
15 and Dec. il. Dhese tests are to 
determine whether tthe child is 
mature enough to enter :school 
before his fifth tbirthday. The 
service expects to:supervise about 
250 .of these tests ‘this year. 

The Child Study ‘Service, al- 
ways operating at a hectic pace, 
iis xin charge of all statistics of 
testing in the Omaha Public 
School ‘System. This includes ad- 


‘ministering “10 full surveys dur- 


‘ing the year, seven’ to ‘be given 
‘between February and April. 

The office ‘is open all year with 
the exception of a month in the 
summertime, Tt is quite unique, 
‘being set up ‘by a university and 
subsidized. . 

‘Director of the ‘child Study 
Service is Dr. D. T, Redrini; Dr. 
Frank Gorman is the adminis- 
trator, and Mrs, Geraldine Nes-« 
van is the schadl psychologist.
